Not Same Fertilizers 


By M. V. CHESNUT, FRHS 


“Dear Mr. Chesnut: Will you please 
tel] me the best kind of fertilizer to 
use in our fruit garden and the best 
time of year to apply it. We have 
apples, pears. plums, cherries, goose- 
berries and currants.“ 

This. kind of question Is becoming 
increasipgly common in my mail and 
Isa cult one to answer without a 
lot Of tnvolved explanation. The 
writer evidently wants to get al] his 
fertilizer out of one bag and to feed 
the whole fruit plantation all in one 
gu. 

On very impoverished soll, this 
would work out after a fashion — at 
least }t would be better than no fertili- 
zer at all — but the needs of the dif- 
ferent kinds of fruits are much too 
specialized for such buckshot treat- 
ment 

ce © 

As an example of what I mean, 
black currarts are hounds for nitro- 
gen and respond enthusiastically to 
sulphate of ammonia or better. still 
to saltpetre, applied in February. But 
if gooseberries; are growing in the 
same plot and receive the same dress- 
ing, they would make a veritable 
forest of weak. unfruitful, twiggy 
growth. Their big need is potash 


Appies also need plenty of potash 
and. as this is rather slow-acting. it 
is best applied in winter. Use either 
sulphate of potash or the cheaper 
muriate form, two tablespoons per 
galion of water and one gallon per 
square yard of root run, remember. 
ing the tmportant feeding roots are 
weil out under and beyond the branch 
tips. If you have lots of wood ashes 
stored in the dry, thesg can be used 
instead, at the rate of 1% cupfuls per 
square yard. Follow this up In carly 
March with a complete balanced 
fertilizer such as Pink Vigoro, one 
cup per square yard.

Pears need more nitrogen and less 
potash than apples, and respond well 
to a February feed of ammonium 
sulphate, half a cupful per gallon of 
Water per square yard, followed by a 
mulch of old manure over the roots 
applied in May. 

Plums: Potash as for apples in 
December or January. Ammonium 
sulphate and a manure mulch as for 
pears. Pulvegized limestone, two cup- 
fuls per sqiiYe yard every second 
year, applied in the fall. ' 

Sweet cherries: Pink Vigoro, one 
cupful per square yard, applied in

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February. Manure mulch in May. 
Pulverized limestone as; for plums. 

Sour cherries: Wood ashes, two 
cupfuls per square yard In the fall. 
Saltpetre. two tablespoontuls per gal- 
lon per yard in February.

Pulverized limestone 
as for plums.

Black currants: Pink Vigoro, one 
cup per square yard in November. 
Sulphate of ammonia. % cup per gal- 
lon per yard in February. again in 
March and again in April, plus ail 
the manure you can get your hands 
on, spread over the rooting area in 
May. 

Red and white currants: Sulphate 
of potash, two tablespoonfuls per 
gallon per yard in November or 
substitute wood ashes, 1% cupfuls. 
Avoid muriste of potash for these 
plants as they are allergic to the 
chlorine in this chemical. Pink 
Vigoro, one cupful per yard in March. 

Gooseberries: Potash as for red cure 
rants in November. Superphosphate, 
4, cupful per yard in February. 
Manure mulch in May. 

Cane fruits: Potash as for apples 
fin December or January. Pink 
Vigoro as for apples in February. 
Manure mulch in April.
